GEORGE PEABODY, Prudential Committee. 

Summer term, 8 weeks. L. Evalyn Carter, teacher. ‘This was 
Miss Carter’s firstexperience in teaching. Sheisa thorough scholar 
and in this school exhibited tact as well as talent as a teacher. 

Winter term, 10 weeks. Willie M. Knowlton, teacher. The 
examination showed that good, thorough work had been done, and 
that both teacher and scholars had worked with a will.

All were thoroughly interested, and a large amount 
of work was accomplished. She gave good satisfaction, and was 
highly esteemed by her pupils.
